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No Lawyers Left . 


Premier chaining is now in tnel 
position of having no lawyer at all 
on his side of the legislature. Very 
rarely has that situation developed 
in any province or nation, 

And yet he must have an attorney- 
general, Custom dictates that the 
attorney-general be first an attor- 
ney. But if there is no attorney to 
call on, what is the premier to do? 

In our opinion the custom should 
be revised. Premier Aberhart ignored 
it for a time. 

The minister of education does 
not have to be a teacher. The mini- 
ster of health needn't be a doctor, 
or the minister of agriculture a far- 
mer. In fact a non-professional per- 
son usually makes a better minister, 
because he sees his department from 
the outside, as the public sees it. 
His deputy and other assistants can 
provide all the professional qualities 
required, 

Therefore it is high time that 
political theorists got away from the 
idea that only lawyers can be attor- 
ney-generals. Usually there’s no 
dearth of candidates if a lawyer is 
required for this particular cabinet 
post. But there is no law saying 
that the legislative assembly has to 
have at least one lawyer, and there- 
fore, the custom of requiring a law- 
yer for the attorney-generalship 1s 
ill-rounded and unreasonable. We 
don’t doubt that any cabinet would 
be strengthened by having a good 
lawyer in it, but it should not be 
obligatory on the premier to appoint 
at least one. ‘The cabinet should be 
able to call on its civil servants for 
all necessary legal advice it needs, 
and a layman could just as easily 
handle the attorney-general’s port- 
folio as the health, education, agri- 
culture, mines or any other depart- 
ment. There's something wrong 
with the system if he can’t.

U.S, WHEAT CONTROL 
Last Saturday farmers in the 
United States voted for continued 


strict control of wheat acreage and 
marketing allotments. This means 
that during the 1956-57 crop year! 
the price of wheat will be supported 
at not less than 76 per cent of parity 
or an average farm price of $1.81 a 
bushel. The acreage will be restricted 
to the minimum national allotment} 
of 55 million, 

Growers voted 77.5 per cent in 
favor of the continued control. If 
less than two-thirds of those voting 
had favored the controls, the 1956 
support figure would have dropped 
to 50 per cent of parity or about $1.19 
a bushel. 

A plan has also been drawn up| 
aimed at improving the quality of 
the grain grown and providing for

Greatest Worry ? 


Capital is wealth invested in busi- 
hess or industry. There is an element 
of risk in all such investments, and 
those who are not willing to risk 
should not invest. 


Farming involves the investment 
of capital and the taking of risks 
Those who are not willing to take 
the risks inherent in farming should 
not invest their capital in that 
business. They would be much hap- 
pier in some other occupation. 

The risks in farming are of two 
kinds, production risks and market- 
ing risks. Of these the production 
risks are the greater. From the 
time the farmer puts his seed into 
the ground till the crop is matured 
and safely harvested and housed 
there is never a day that it isn't ex- 
posed to the risk of destruction, 

There is the risk of pests, ol 
drought, of wind, of excessive rain- 
fall, of rust, of hail, of frost, and, 
if the farmer intends to feed his 
products to livestock, he runs the 
further risk of disease or mishap to 
his animals. 


Any one of these could completely 
destroy his crop and his whole sea- 
son's work, but they are risks that 
have to be taken and the farme: 
faces them as he faces the uncer- 
tainties of life, 

Compared with these, the risks of 
the market are very small, Yet it is 
the risks of the market that the 
farmers most resent. 

The worst beating our farmers, 
especially our western farmers, ever 
took was during the depression years. 
Yet even in those years their losses 
from price failures were smal] com- 
pared with their losses from crop 
failures 

Why are the farmers so resent- 
ful towards the risks of the market 
and sophilosophie about the = risks 
of production? 

It is because they have never been 
led to believe that the risks of pro- 
duction are man-made risks, but 
it is being dinned into their ears 
every day that the risks of the mar- 
ket are due to the machinations of 
wicked men Who manipulate the 
prices to suit themselves. 

The Strange thing about this agi- 
tation against the operation of the 
free market and in favor of support- 
ed prices with regulated marketing 
and controlled production, is that 
it is demanding that some organized 
groups be given power to do the very 
thins that they accuse the open mar- 
ket of doing. 

The truth is that the open market 
is the only effective means known 
to man of preventing the arbitrary 
setting of prices in the interests of 
favored groups of people. 

Apart altogether from the right 
or wrong of it, would arbitrary price 
setting relieve the farmer of any of

WILD OATS: During the past 
week I have been asked by a number 
of men if it is possible to erradicate 
Wild oats. Unfortunately, the use of 
chemical to control this bad weed is 
still high in price and also in experi- 
mental stages, vheretore, we will still 
have to resort to correct cultural 
practices to eliminate wild oats, 

I am suprised that so few people 
ave aWare that to eliminate wiid oats 
you MUST grow them out. The 
plant must be allowed to grow until 
it is at least in the 4 to 5 leaf stage. 
Many think that if the seed has ger- 
minated and the plant is visible 
above ground it is O.K. to disc, till 
or cullivate the ground and = there 
Will be a sure-Kill of the seedling 
plants, 

I have seen where this was done 
and have Known wild oats to grow 
three times trom the one seed as a 
resull of working the land too soon 
after the seeds have germinated. 
This may sound fantastic but I have 
seen it happen, 

It is impossible in a short letter 
like this one to give all the details 
and arguments On Wild oat control, 
I will say this however, the combin- 
ation of proper cropping methods, 
combined with the correct culturai 
procedure, will most certainly result 
in g00d Wild oat control,
